STORY OF A STAMP. 



In the year 1851 a twelvepenny 
black Canadian postage stamp was 

printed by the government at Ottawa.

fo the Hamilton post office, where it 
•as sold to an old man, who said it 
as a shame to print tlie^jueen's pic- 
ture on a stamp that might be han- 
dled by profane hands.

When the lat- 
ter opened the packet he was aston- 
ished to find such a valuable stamp, 
and, being honeat, wrote his friend 
to inform him of what had happened, 
offering him $1,200 for it. The of- 
fer was accepted, and the stamp again 
changed hands. By this time the 
stamp had increased in value, and 
not a few came from a distance to look 
fit the treasure. 

One day an English nobleman, 
who, through a Canadian friend, had 
heard of the stamp, offered $1,500, 
which offer was accepted. The Eng- 
lish lord, falling in love with an 
American heiress, and wishing to 
gain the favor of her brother, pre- 
sented him with the stamp as a token 
of his esteem. Here, in its new and 
luxurious American home, it came to 
a sad end, for one day the maid, by 
mistake, swept the stamp, which had 
accidentally fallen out of the album, 
into the lire. In an instant the stamp, 
which thousands had heard of and 
longed for, went up in smoke to the 
broad blue sky, leaving not a trace 
behind.

WASTE TIMBER IN NEW YORK. 

One Kind of Wood That Even Thrifty 
Italians Won't Take. 

There is much waste wood in a big 
city like New York. Everything 
that can be is utilized for fuel; no 
matter what it is or where it is thrown, 
there is always some man, woman or 
child ready to cart it away almost be- 
fore it has passed out of the hands of 
its first owner. But there is one kind 
of wood that even the thrifty Kalians 
pass over, and yet there is so much of 
it that if it were utilized it would 
make some glorious fires. This is 
teresting also as a commentary upon 
the way vessels are built. The wood 
that cannot be used is to be found in 
great pieces that are sawed off the 

sides of old vessels, which are turned 

into coal barges. A great many good 
ships have beenmade.intheirold age ; 
into the more plebeian craft. Whole 
sides are .-awed oil' while they are in 
process of transformation, and tin .-, 
are dumped on shore or into the wa- 
ter, where they float ashore later. 
But the timber composing them is 
fastened together by spikes, cacli 
about a foot apart, and each spike is 
clinched — that is to say, bent OVeral 
the end and pounded firmly down. 
It is almost a day's work to pull out a 
spike and it is impossible to chop tin 
great pieces of timber, for thespikei 
are so frequent that they turn the 
edge of tbe hatchet, and as kindling 
wood that vast amount of good luni 
her is absolutely useless, because it is 
impossible to get it ir4o anything 
that approaches a small piece.— N. 
Y. Times.

The Americsa reading public has 
found considerable difficulty in pro- 
nouncing the Dutch names that come 
in the cables from far-off Africa. The 
language of the beers is identical gram 
matical but not in idiom with that 
of the people of Holland. The Dutch 
Africans are called Boers because that 
word describes their clasr — farmers. 
The pronunciations given the letters 
in these Dutch words are not like 
those of the English. The double "o," 
for instance, is pronounced by the 
Dutch as we pronounce "00" in boot. 
The English pronunciation of theeo 
two diphthongs is the reverse of that 
given them by those who speak Dutch. 
"Ou" has the sound of "ow" in owl. 
The sound of "ui" is nearly like that 
of the English "oy" in bov. The 
Dutch douhlo "aa" is the same as the 
English "a" in war. Ah tliore is no 
")" in Dutch, iUplaco is taken by 
">j'" which il lOtinded as "y" in defy. 
If one, therefore, would pronounce 
O >m Paul properly he would aay it as 
it it were spelled "Ome I'owl." The 
family name of Gen. Joubert would 
for the same reason, be pronounced as 
if it were spelled "Yowbert." The 
word Boer 1* pronounced by the Afri 
kander as il it were of two syllables; 
the first long and the second short, 
thu»: "Boo-er." The plural is not 
"B,»oer°." It is "Booer-cn," and it is 
pronounced "Bo ereh," becau»e the 
final "1." is slurred. Here are some of 
the Dutch words that are oftmest in 
prii.tln connection wilh the news of 
the Transvaal, and their pronuncia- 
tion and meaning:

At the the recent National Coven- 
tion of the W. C. T. U., at Seattle, 
Wash., some strong resolutions were 

The main fight was over two reso- 
lutions, one censuring the general 
government, the President; Attorney 
General Griggs aud ex-8ecretrav ot 
War Alger by name for their action 
on the anti-canteen law, and the other 
denouncing the war in the Philip- 
pines.

,: We protest against the manifestly 
forced aud ui just interpretation of the 
anti-canteen law as rendered by At- 
torney Goneral Griggs and upheld by 
ex Sacretary of War Alger. We urge 
upon the Chief Executive, William 
McKinley, immediate consideration 
of the case which will result in such 
action as shall be in accord with tlx 
expressed will of the people aud hi 
own high oath ot office." 

The resolution protesting sgaiusi 
the seating of Congressman Robeit- 
was adopted with cheers. At the 
election of officers held this morning, 
all the National officers wero re-elect- 
ed.

FALLING HALF A MILE. 



There used to be a story in Hawaii 
about a native who always took his 
morning nip off a point of cliff 120 
feet above the surf. Naturahy 
enough this yarn met with little be- 
lief, but, considering the distance a 
man can fall and yet live, the Hawaii 
native's performance is perhaps not 
bo wonderful as it sounds. 

Only the other dav one read of 
Mile. Morel, who, with her mother, 
fell on the Alps near Zermalt, a dis- 
tance of over 1,200 feet. The first 30 
feet of this was perpendicular, and the 
rest down a tremendously steep slope. 
Yet, though the mother was killed, 
the younger woman escaped with 
mere bruises. 

P. S. Sutherland, laic of the United 
States navy, hue turned steeple jack, 
and has had in this exciting profes- 
sion many wonderful escapes. While 
in Chicago in 189S he climbed the wa- 
terworks tower, 2-10 feet high. 

When near the top a stone gave, 
and he made a sheer plunge of ITS 
feet. He struck the telegraph wires 
40 feet above the street, and landed in 
six inches of ilu/h in the roadway. 

Hundreds of people saw Suther- 
land fulling, and stood spellbound 
with horror. At fearful death seemed 
inevitable— nay, it was generally be- 
lieved that he was dead long before he 
reached the telegraph wires. Doctors 
and ambulances were sent for in the 
hope 1 hat a spark of life might re- 
main; but when the doctors examined 
Sutherland they declared, much to 
the onlookers' surprise, that there 
was little the matter with him. After 
seven days in the hospital he was up 
and about again. 

Mr. Whymper's fall when dimbing 
alone ou the Matterhorn the year be- 
fore his successful ascent is well- 
known. He hounded from rock to 
rock down the bottom of an almost 
perpendicular gully for over 300 feet. 
His head was badly cut, but the only 
lasting evil effect was the impairing 
of his memory. 

A few years ago a father attempted 
to kill his children by throwing them 
off the suspension bridge at Clifton, 
and one of them, a girl about 11 
years of age, survived that terrific 
plunge. A woman, too, once reached 
the water below in safety, after an at- 
tempt at suicide by jumping from the 
same parapet. But this happened in 
the days of the crinoline, and it was 
the balloon-like e xpanse saved her. 

Most marvelous of all is the ac- 
count of Charles Wooleot's terrific 
tumble from a height of no less than 
3,000 feet. It Was in Venezuela and 
he was making a parachute descent. 
The parachute refused to open till 
within 100 or 200 feet of the ground. 
Then it spread out suddenly— and 
split. 

The unfortunate man crushed both 
ankles and both knees, broke his right 
thigh and hip, dislocated his spinal 
column and suffered other injuries, 
Yet after a year in hospital, he, too, 
recovered sufficiently to write an ac- 
count of what was probably the most 
fearful accident mortal man ever sur- 
vived. — London Mail.

A Boy Feeda Him awl the Fiah Winks 
at Theft. 

A carp about 18 inches long lords 
itself over affairs in the fasin of the 
fountain in the plaza in front of the 
Borough hall. A number of gold fish 
can make this their home, but the 
carp is the ruler of the pond, and 
many a longing eye has been cast upon 
him by fishermen in the surrounding 
office buildings. In fact, 60 great was

QUEER FUNERALS IN SYRIA 

Tim. and Place of Death Makes Little 
Difference in the Ceremony. 

Some friends and 1 chanced to at- 
tend church in an Aramaic village 
near Damascus a few Sundays ago. At 
the close of the service a hell began 
to toll, and we were told that a man 
had died. His funeral was about to 
take place. We joined a group of citi- 
zens who were to go to the funeral 
to offer sympathy to and condole with 
the bereaved. 

On the way to the house of mourn- 
ing we were joined at intervals by 
more friendly persons with motives 
similar to ours, until our number in- 
creased to 50 or CO. When we arrived 
we found hundreds of town folk al- 
ready parading or standing near and 
around the house. 

The most noticeable thing was an 
immense white tent, fringed with 
scarlet, pitched among and over the 
trees, under which was a group of 
about 50 women' of all ages with cos- 
tumes of all colors and representing 
nearly all fashions, from the primitive 
Syrian peasant dress to that common- 
ly in use in the United States. 

In (he center of this group was the 
bier, most gorgeously decorated and 
ornamented with various kinds of gay 
material, some of which we after- 
ward discovered consisted of real 
"ladies' best dresses," borrowed for 
the occdajon. All around the bier 
there was a great discord of shrieks, 
wailings and crying. 

The immediate male relatives of 
the deceased stood in a line some dis- 
tance from the tent to receive the 
sympathy from such as ourselves. 
When our company approached wc 
arrayed ourselves in a line parallel to 
theirs and eight or ten feet distant, 
and in chorus we said: "Our will is 
with you. It grieved us, it pained us. 
May health and peace attend (he liv- 
ing. May Cod have mercy upon him 
and*pare you," etc. 

To this the relatives returned ex- 
pressions of appreciation of ours] 
pathy. and wished that that wh 
was deducted from the dead man's 
days might he added to our days. 

We then retired to join the waiting 
multitude and make room for other 
condolers, who went through the 
same form. 

Now and then we could see big trays 
of lemonade and coffee passed among 
the newcomers. Some of the con 
dolers on their approach would start 
a chant apostrophizing the deceased. 

After six or seven hours the priests 
present donned their stoles 
pushed their way through the crowd 
to the bier and conducted a prelimi- 
nary service. Then the bier was lift- 
ed up by eight men shoulder high and 
a procession to the church was formed, 
which the priests led, chanting 
hymns. 

In tho church the bier was placed 
in front of the altar nnd the funeral 
service proceeded, lasting about 90 
minutes. At the close of this service 
near relatives and intimate friends 
of the dead man crowded about the 
bier, lamenting, crying and apostro- 
phising, and, as we thought, kissing 
the body. 

Finally the crowd began to disperse. 
The building became half empty, and 
we wondered when the burial was to 
be. We knew the cemetery was more 
than a mile away, and wondered who 
was going to carry the dead thither. 
While we waited the picturesque bier 
was dismantled, and various persons 
claimed and took away the articles 
which had adorned it, and in a mo- 
ment we could see nothing hut the 
bare woodwork of (he bier, which two 
men lifted and moved out of sight, 
lly to a recess in the chu '
